thunderstorms that swept the en- 
tire country, .deluged Chicago streets 
and killed two men, created panic 
yesterday by striking the Dante 
school, 840 S. Desplaines at., where 
1,150 children were at their lessons. 
Mothers and fathers ran screaming 
down the streets 'toward the school.

United States . . . . shall 'be deemed guilty of sedi- 
tion. . . . 


Promoting Sedition: Whoever makes ... any sign 


word speech,'picture, design, argument, or teaching, 
which advises any act of sedition . . . . or becomes 


aniliutyd with any society . . . . which has for 


its abject . . . . teaching or justifying any act of sedi- 
tion . . . . shali be deemed guilty of promoting sedi- 
tion. . . . . 
Some of the things done in the name of justice, by the de- 


partment of justice, Mr. Hale summarizes in this paragraph 
which we take from his article in The Nation: 


The department has e'-en been able to vent itself 


on a great many citizens, too, as well as aliens, by con- 
veniently assuming that such citizens were aliens, until 
it had got them well punished and sent home. The Act 


• 
of Hate has become official, has become standardized 
and efficient, rewarded with the Iron Cross an dhonor- 
ably -mentioned in the order of the day. 
And what is 


the result in human suffering of this policy of the Act 
of Hate? I do not mean merely in cases of individual 
torture and sadism and crime committed by agents of 
the department of justice and connived at or covered 
by the department- I not merely refer to thuggery 
which beat Oscar J. Tywerewski to a -pulp in the pres- 
ence of five invited news-paper reporters and then ter- 
rorized them into silence and officially whitewashed 
the affair — nor to the suffocation nearly to death of
